ALPDABET OF TREES 
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Ww s) ow must I tell you of the mystic Alphabet of 
7 ‘Trees which hath been known by the bards 


~~) 
S> since earliest times and which doth speak the 


language of prophecy and truth. Long hath it been the 
secret tongue of poets and of sages, for surely is it a 
language of enchantment that doth enrich and suide the 
soul. For through its lessons do the trees within the 
forest become like unto the Gods and spirits of an 
ancient land, and so too may we come to know the 
sacred language of the Earth. 

For it came to pass when Elathan was King of all 
Ireland many years long past that this King had three 
sons, and one of these was Ogma. And Ogma was much 
skilled in the ways of the poets and he did conjure forth 
this Alphabet of the Trees as a language to be shared 
amongst those who know the sacred and mystic ways, and 
Ogma hath sent this wisdom forth amongst the bards of 
this and other lands. For until the time of Ogma were no 
poems or verses or wise fables ever written down in script, 
but yet were passed from mouth to ear amongst those 


who did know of these things. And Ogma hath given us 
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For through its lessons do the trees Within the forest 


become like unto the Gods and spirits of an ancient land... 
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cuts across a line he he hath ma 
And seven letters within the Alph 
“upon the Oak. . aS 

Then did he create other ae ore belon, 
different trees. For he hath fashioned the letter y 
Beith, which we call Birch, and ‘L. from Luis — whic 
our sacred Rowan tree or Mountain Ash.

sprung forth from Duir, the Oak of Fate, and ‘N’ Een 4 


Nuin which is the Ash from which we make our spears. 
And ‘C’ from Coll, which is the Hazel in the woods, and 


‘F’ from Fearn which is the Alder we employ to make | 


our shields. As so it did follow that twenty oghams did 
come forth, and then another five besides, and so it was 
that a secret Alphabet of the Trees hath come to be. 
And all of these letters hath Ogma formed by making 
cuts upon the tree — some marks above the line, and 
some below, and some upon an angle, and five with 
other markings that I show you. here. 

And then hath colours to these lettbrs been assigned _ 
by the bards who do protect the Wisdom of the Ancient 
Ones. For then have these bards gone forth and taken 
dyes from the berries and the bark and the seeds that 
these trees do bear. And so by the colours of their 


cloaks, which hath been dyed with juices from these f - 
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Broom and Heather and Gorse — or Furze as ‘soe a e. 
known it. And the mystic colour of Oak hath heen 


ascribed as dark brown, and the colour of Ash is sea- 


green, and Yew is earth-red. And as its name doth 
suggest, Hazel is known as orange-brown, and Fir is 
grey and Gorse is like the colour of the sand. Thus have 
we come to know the secret colours which are assigned 
unto the Alphabet of Trees. 

Then, too, have the metals been linked unto the 
vowels so that ‘A’ hath become known by silver, "E’ by 
tin, ‘I’ by iron and lead, ‘O’ by gold, and ‘U’ by copper. 
And certain trees are ruled by the Signs which doth 
command a path within the Heavens so that ‘Li hath 
become the letter of Virgo, and ‘P’ of Leo, and ‘S’ of 
Aries. And certain birds, too, hath been linked unto the 
Alphabet a Trees so that ‘L’ is one with the Duck, and 
‘S’ hath become the Hawk and ‘T’ hath been linked 
unto the Starling.

And yet know always that magick hath its own 
truth and virtue, and shall not with whimsy or trite 
reason be abused. Make heed to respect it always and 
know that rites cast against another may indeed return 
with threefold strength against oneself — if not the cause 
be true. Know too that magick may have different 
strengths and potencies — then shall you choose a spell 
or rite that doth reflect the time and the occasion 
forthwith. 

For here is a spell that shall cause mischief to befall 
another, and well may he rue the day that he crossed 
your path with ill intent:
